The Soviets have surrendered 
war-won territory only to the 
Chinese. No one knows if this 
was part of a joint Peiping-Mos- 
cow plan to enable Mao’s Marx- 
ists to take all Asia. A doubt 
persists. 


When Japan surrendered in 
1945 the Kremlin had control of 
Manchuria, Inner Mongolia, Sin- 
kiang and North Korea and the 
great trade centers of Darien, 
Port Arthur and the Manchurian 
railroad. Today those areas with 
the exception of North Korea have 
been turned over to the Chinese. 


In the West the Russians have, 
along with all other occupation 
powers, moved out of Austria.

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Sales Tax Audit Is 


Certainly in Order 


State Auditor Thrasher has recom- 
mended that the General Assembly au- 
thorize funds to create a special auditing 
staff to check all sales tax records—70,- 
000 accounts—in which wide irregulari- 
ties have been charged. 

This follows indictments charging em- 
bezzlement by the Fulton County Grand 
Jury and statements by the Fulton so- 
licitor that only through a complete audit 
could the real facts of irregularities be 
determined. The special Fulton investiga- 
tion showed them to be extensive and 
widespread. 

The auditor’s recommendation is con- 
eurred in by the incoming commissioner 
ef revenue, Dixon Oxford, who says he 
would welcome such an audit. 

So would all taxpaying citizens of the 
state who have been more than disturbed 
about operations of the revenue cepart~- 
ment under T. V. Williams Sr. 

The arse the General Assembly can do 
ie authorize such an audit, giving it what- 
ever investianties authority it needs 
under Mr. Thrasher or some other agency. 
In view of the reluctance of the attorney 
general to give certain state matters a 
thorough airing, Mr. Thrasher’s office 
seems the proper agency. 

It should be pointed out that the state 
auditor at present does not have the staff 
to carry on intensive investigations of this 
kind. It is obvious that machinery for 
checking sales tax records is inadequate 
to the job. After the special audit is com- 
pleted, Mr. Thrasher recommends a spe- 
cial staff to keep a permanent check on 
the unit's operations. 

These recommendations are sound and 
should be activated as soon as possible 
after the Legislature convenes. All viola- 
tions of law should be reported to appro- 
priate authorities for action. This playing 
free and loose with regulations and with 
taxpayers’ funds should have the reward 
it deserves, 

Other suggestions made by Mr. 
Thrasher also have merit, especially that 
which would prohibit the revenue com- 
missioner from holding up liquor licenses. 
This practice offers such possibilities for 
abuses that it’s remarkable it was not 
ended long ago. 

While Dixon Oxford has not yet de- 
tailed his plans for reorganization of the 
department, he has a fertile field. Any as- 
sistance which can be given him by the 
General Assembly would be welcomed.

State Patrol Can Help 
But It’s Sull Your Life 


Announcement by the State Patrol 
of a stepped-up effort to cut the death 
toll in the long New Year week end is 
welcomed heartily. 

While the total for the Christmas pe- 
riod on Georgia roads and streets was 
seven below the 24 predicted, safety ef- 
forts will not bring back to life the 17 
who died. If the New Year toll can be 
held to half that, the achievement will be 
considerable. 

Again it should be called to the at- 
tention of every citizen his own respon- 
sibility for safe driving. Every precau- 
tion known should be put to use. For 
those who disregard laws and the rules of 
safety, the State Patrol should do its 
best to demonstrate its effectiveness. 

The story of carnage on the roads 
during the Christmas holidays was 
matched by an unprecedented number 
of deaths from fires and other mishaps. 
Here, too, personal responsibility through 
application of simple safety rules could 
have prevented much grief. 

We hope that every Georgian escapes 
such grief during the coming weekend. 
That figure of 17 dead during the Christ- 
mas certainly is not encouraging. 

While there is some comfort in figures 
showing that road fatalities for the year 
add up to only 928 compared to 
more than 1,000 during each of the last 
three years, even that figure is shameful. 
Highway deaths, in fact, remain as one 
of the major unsolved problems as we 
face 1959.

Is Economy Entering 
A New Growth Period? . 


Is the slowdown im growth of the 
American economy coming to an end? 

Barring unforeseen catastrophies, top 
business figures and economists say it is. 


After a decline which slowed growth to 


‘less than 1 per cent for the past three 
years, they expect the late 1958 upturn to 
be sustained and to push economic activ- 
ity to a record in 1959. 
| Whatever brought on the decline will 
be debated for years, but actually since 
* 1955 population growth has exceeded the 
» hike in per capita output in this country. 
“During the great growth period from 
1939 to 1955, total output in constant dol- 
lars grew at better than 4% per cent 


and per capita output increased 3 per cent 
@ year. 

In the last quarter of 1958 national 
output went above the 450 billion rate 
and factors for continued growth assert- 
ed themselves. 


The magazine Business Week in its 
Dec. 27 issue says, in fact, that by the 
end of 1959 the United States will reach 
the threshold of a 500 billion dollar econ- 
omy. It predicts it will attain that figure 
in 1960. This remarkable phenomenon be- 
comes the more so when one considers 
the nation did not reach the 100 billion 
mark until 1929 and following the great 
crash did not. attain that amount again 
until 1940. 


While both consumers and husiness are 
moving cautiously, the magazine sees 
gradually increasing activity. Inventory 
liquidations are slacking off; capital 
spending is on the rise; government 
spending brought on by the challenge of 
the Soviet Union continues high; con- 
struction is on the rise and new prod- 
ucts of every kind are being developed. 


Perhaps the greatest danger facing 
the economy and its growth is still that of 
inflation. Pressures for continued price 
rises remain a threat to consumers as 
well as business. If inflation can be con- 
tained, the prospect for a new era of 
growth in a country which will reach 200 
million population in the next decade is 
exciting indeed.

Cuban Revolution Has 
Batista on the Ropes 


Reports from Cuba, not too reliable, 
nonetheless seem to add up to the fact 
that the Batista government cannot long 
survive. 

We trust that is true. Fulgencio Batista 
long ago lost any right to be well re- 
garded. He has employed the worst cruel- 
ties and excesses of dictatorship. He has 
enriched himself and his friends - while 
in office in the classic corrupt manner of 
Latin politics at their worst. He has car- 
ried out monstrous atrocities including the 
worst sorts of tortures and degradations. 
This man, who began as an insurgent 
against the corrupt, sadistic rule of his 
predecessor, Gerardo Machado, has 
equalled that monster of totalitarian bru- 
talities. 


The Cuban people, with a great tra- 
dition of liberty and devotion to it, de- 
serve to be rid of Batista and all his kind. 
We must in frankness say that we do not 
know enough about the rebel leader, Fi- 
del Castra, to feel any great confidence in 
his ability to govern. But he has been 
courageous and tenacious. He has kept 
an army in the field. He has endured Inss- 
es and disappointment, betrayals and fail- 
ures. He and his revolution now are at 
their highest peak. 

Batista, of course, has his wealth 
safely out of Cuba. But, surely, after this 
travail and agony, the people who succeed 
Batista will be wise and strong enough 
to prevent another such corrupt and dan- 
gerous man from attaining total power.

Hitched to Traffic Flow 


While steps to revitalize Atlanta’s 
downtown section are of utmost impor- 
tance, creation of additional bottlenecks 
as a by-product of any face-lifting op- 
eration must be prevented. 

The Traffic and Transportation Com- 
mission obviously had that in mind in 
stipulations accompanying its stamp of 
approval on construction of a proposed 
five and one-half story combination 
parking garage and retail store on the 
site of the historic Kimball House. 


Right-hand turns on the upper and 
lower levels of Wall street will be barred 
and traffic will be channeled onto Pryor 
street, away from busy Peachtree street. 
Otherwise Peachtree would become hope- 
lessiy clogged and the new structure 
planned could well become a liability in 
the constant battle to maintain as smooth 
a flow of vehicles as possible in the down- 
town section. 


The commission also is considering ex- 
tending its ban on street parking to ad- 


‘ditional areas. On still another front, the. 


city is planning to set up signs warning 
the public it is against the law to block 
intersections. The warnings will be a pre- 
lude to a badly needed enforcement cam- 
paign. 

_ These and other actions to keep traf- 
fic moving are necessary if the core area 
is to become more vigorous or even to 
maintain its status quo. Traffic flow is a 
most important factur to take into con- 
sideration in giving the go-ahead to new 
construction and in all phases of any

He is a master of politics and 
government and, as Time Maga- 
zine said in a 1957 cover story, he 
might have been president had he 
lived anywhere. but the South. 

Yet he is ready to put into Con- 
gress a bill which shows how even 
the great Richard Russell keeps 
his ears first attuned to the think- 
ing of his constituency, He an- 
nounced from his home in Winder, 
Ga., that he will reintroduce a 
bill to set up a racial relocation 
commission to encourage and help 
people move about the country 
and bring about a better racial 
balance. 

Now we would not dispute for a 
moment his thesis that “all the 
polls and surveys .. . show that 
the intensity of the opposition to 
integration is in direct proportion 
to the percentage of Negrbes in 
the population of each state.” 

It is also probable that a more 
even racial distribution, as. he 


gays, would ease racial tensions 


(although tension increases in 
areas to which Negroes migrate). 

in this light, the Russell plan is 
likely to strike a sympathetic re- 


‘ 


sponse in Georgia and the South. 

Yet the idea of a government 
resettlement program is not worth 
serious consideration by Congress. 
It would involve tremendous cost 
if it were to have any appreciable 
effect. It could hardly survive in 
court even if it had a chance in 
Congress: A Supreme Court 
which has stricken racial consid- 
erations in the public schools 
would be unlikely to tolerate 
racial considerations in spending 
tax money to help people move 
about. 

Most important, the idea of re- 
distributing a whole people, even 
on a voluntary basis and with the 
best of intentions, smacks too 
much of super government and a 
planned society. We'd hate to see 
the federal goverhment even sug- 


gesting where somebody ought to 


live. 

And the whole country will wind 
up in Florida -anyway in a few 
more years. 

But, as we said, Dick Russell's 
plan must sound good in Georgia. 
After all, the senator must stand 
for reelection in 1960, —

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ly to those parents living in the 
fringe .areas. Also, they should 
have told the public how they 
plan to hold integration to a 
“token” basis once it is started. 

We believe if this subject is 
brought out into the open and 
thought through to its logical 
conclusion, that conclusion will 
be that “token” integration is a 
snare and a delusion.

Nixon Must Walk 
Political Tightrope 


WASHINGTON—Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, who is no stranger to the perilous 
heights, is again on a swaying high wire that 


tests anew his poised and ordinarily sure footwork. The outlook ig 
that he will land on his feet, as usual. The struggle now going on 
among Senate Republicans between the Old Guard and the so-called 
liberals or moderns deeply involves Nixon's fortunes. 


It is to his interest to have the 
outcome at least seem to give 
some success to the liberals in 
their demands for a bigger voice 
the Senate Republican leader- 
ship. 

One of the vice president's great 
and frankly recognized necessities 
in his unannounced candidacy for 
the 1960 presidential nomination 
is to remove the Old _Guardist 
cast put upon his party by the 
nature of the recent Republican 
congressional campaign and by 
its disastrous results. 

But of almost equal weight is 
another Nixon necessity. This is 
not to have it said fairly that he 
had interfered in the fight within 
the Senate Republicans in any 
way really hostile to the Old 
Guard. For, as has previously 
peen noted by this columnist, Vid 
Guardists headed by Sen. Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire will 
run the GOP in the new Senate 
no matter what “liberal’’ may be 
solemnly chosen to some post 
within the party leadership. This 
is simply because the real power 
is still with the Old Guard. 

Nixon still requires the friend- 
ship or at least the toleration of 
the Old Guard. Heretofore, glow- 
ing with many vigorous salutes 
from President Eisenhower, he 
had been the more or less auto- 
matic choice for 1960 of nearly all 
“Eisenhower Republicans.”

Federal Bomb Law 
Would Be Unwise? 


WASHINGTON—There is good reason to give 
serious second thought to the proposal which 
will come up in the new Congress that the 


bombings of schools and churches be made a federal crime. This 
legislation will have reputable sponsorship from Democrats and Re- 


publicans alike—from Democratic Sens. 


Kennedy of Massachusetts 


and Ervin of North Carolina, Republican Sens. Scott of Pennsylvania 
and Keating of New York, and others. 


It is an easy solution. It will 
be politically painless to support. 


But is it the wise solution? And 
is it the effective solution? I am 
not assuming I have the final an- 
swer but I do know there are 
high officials close to this prob- 
lem who question whether there 
is merit in making the bombings 
of schools and churches a federal 
offense. 


The arguments which these of- 
ficials would like the country 
and the Congress to ponder are 
these: 

1. Crime is primarily a local 
problem and the primary, first 
line of detense must be at the 
local level. 

2. Unless the local citizenry 
and local police have the authori- 
ty and legal obligation to secure 
the peace, they cannot be ex- 
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stem from local conditions—the ~ 


effect of such a shift of authority 
is to cause Jocal officials to wash 
their hands of their duty. 

4. Obviously there is much 


which the FBI can do in working 
with local authorities in dealing 
with this special kind of crime. 
But those who have first-hand 
experience in these matters are 
convinced the FBI can accom- 
plish more without a new statue. 


The sum of these judgments is 
that to make such bombings ex- 
clusively a federal offense or to 
divide eriforcement responsibility 
would hurt. the cause of law 
enforcement rather than help it. 

No doubt the Senate and House 
will hold full hearings before 
Congress takes any such step. 
They will undoubtedly seek the 
opinions of Atty. Gen. William 
Rogers and FBI Director J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, and I would expect 
that they would testify to views 
very similar to the foregoing.

7. Immediate dismissal, with 


. prejudice, of any employe who 


certifies to information that is not 
true. 


8. Reducing the fees paid to the 
Corrections Department for con- 
vict labor from the present flat 
contract price to a charge based 
on the amount of actual work 
performed. 


ROAD BUILDING 


9. Refusal of the state to pay 
for materials until they have been 
used on roads. 


The governor’s advisers also 
recommended that road building 
be done on a basis of need rather 
than politics. 


To that end, they suggest that 
in determining where road work 
be done, these factors be consid- 
ered: traffic count, population, in- 
dustrial development. 


Because of limited funds, they 
urge that priority be given to 
maintenance of existing roads and 
completion of the federal highway 
system. 


OTHER REFORMS 


Other administrative reforms in 
the department probably will in- 
clude establishment of strict cost 
accounting both on equipment and 
road work. 


Many of the recommendations 
apparently spring from _ revela- 
tions of lax procedures published 
in The Constitution. These have 
included payments for road work 
that was never done, improper 
certifications of work by engi- 
neers, work on private property 
and payment for materials which 
are being stockpiled and not used.

Nonpayment of court costs in a 
vase filed against the National 
Assn. for the Advancement of 
Colored People by State Revenue 
Commissioner T. V. Williams re- 
sulted Tuesday in a lien being 
filed against the NAACP. 


Fulton Superior Court officials 
issued a cost fi. fa. for $737.50 in 
costs resulting from making up 
and transmitting a record of the 
case to the State Court of Ap- 
peals 


Judge Durwood T. Pye, the 
judge who decided against the 
NAACP in the case involving 
failure of the organization to file 
income tax returns, has signed 
an order directing the organiza- 
tion and its then president, John 
H. Calhoun, to pay the costs. 


dudge Pye’s order directed that 
the state “recover” from thé 
NAACP “the sum of $737.50 in 
costs of making up and trans- 
mitting the record in said case to 
the Court of Appeals.” 


APPEAL DISMISSED 


His order pointed out that the 
NAACP’s appeal of his ruling had 
been dismissed by the appellate 
court in November and made that 
court’s ruling “the judgment and 
decision of this court.” 


Kenneth Murell, cost collection 
clerk, said in answer to questions 
from a Constitution reporter 
that the fi. fa. was issued after 
the organization failed to respond 
to numerous bills sent about the 
unpaid costs. 


Murell said the fi. fa. has been

radiation as a factor in the nat- 
ural environment.” 


FIVE FEET 


The Cobalt will remain five feet 
underground while people are 
working in the field, Platt said. 
It will be five feet above the sur- 
face when it is irradiating the ex- 
perimental area, he said. 


“This field could have been 
built ir the middle of the Emory 
Quadrange without fear of harm- 
ing anyone in the area,” he said. 
“Cobalt emits radiation very 
similar to that of X-rays and is 
effective only when one is direct- 
ly exposed.” 

If an elaborate burglar alarm 
system, designed to protect the 
field against illegal entry, is 
touched off, Platt explained, an 
electric circuit is broken, the Co- 
balt is dropped immediately un- 
derground and a siren is sounded 
on the university campus that 
alerts Emory safety personnel. 
LARGER PROGRAM 


The Emory experiments will be 
an integral part of a larger re- 
search program that Platt is con- 
ducting cooperatively with the 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. on the 
effects of radiation on the nat- 
ural environment. 


Platt said the Emory field 

would be used as “‘a control’’ for 
some of the studies to be made at 
Lockheed’s new nuclear research 
facility at Dawsonville. . 
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‘ts ancient Spanish architecture as 
‘he Toledo of Cuba.

in all sales tax indictments ex- 
ceeds $100,000. 


In the Revenue department au- 
dit released Tuesday, Thrasher 
confirmed the two cases reported 
by The Constitution and detailed 
illegalities in the handling of other 
sales tax cases. 


OUT IN AUDIT 


Thrasher . pointed out in the 
audit that there are approximate- 
ly 70,000 state sales tax accounts. 


“Since the state auditor’s le- 
gally constituted power to inves- 
tigate firms or persons not em- 
ployed by the state is limited,” 
he said, “it is recommended that 
the General Assembly create a 
special auditing staff to check all 
taxpayers’ records in the Sales 
Tax Unit. This special auditing 
staff could be placed either under 
the attorney general, who has 
broader powers for investigating 
persons or firms dealing with the 
state, or the special staff could 
be given the necessary investiga- 
tive powers and work under the 
state auditor’s office.” 


Elaborating on this recommend- 
ation in an interview, Thrasher 
said he thought the special staff 
should be large enough at first 
to €xamine all records as quickly 
as possible. Size of the staff could 
be reduced later, he said, but it 
should be a permanent part of the 
state government. 


SPECIAL SOLICITOR 


Paul Cadenhead, Fulton’s spe- 
cial solicitor in charge of investi- 
gating corruption in state govern- 
ment, heartily endorsed the spe- 
cial auditing plan. ‘‘Nothing but 
good can come from it,” he de- 
clared. 


Cadenhead said he still has 
some sales tax embezzlement 
cases to present to the Fulton 
grand jury for indictments. He 
said he probably would take them 
before the January-February jury. 


Thrasher’s audit also declared 
that ‘‘no agent of the Sales Tax 
Unit . . . engaged in examining 
the records of a taxpayer should 
be authorized to accept funds in 
payment of sales taxes or set- 
tlement of tax claims. A report 
should be filed by such agent 
with the Revenue Department 
and payment or settlement made 
by the taxpayer directly with the 
main office or proper regional of- 
fice of the State Department of 
Revenue, Sales Tax Unit.” 


AUDIT NOTED 


The audit noted that J. B. Mc- 
Gregor, former Douglas sales tax 
office manager and one of the 
defendants in the embezzlement 
case, was responsible for a re- 
ceipt book from which 13 re- 
ceipts are missing and wunac- 
counted for. 


The surety bonds of McGregor 
and Revenue Commissioner T. V. 
Williams ‘‘would be liable for any 
loss to the state from loss or 
misuse” of the missing receipts, 
according to the audit.

To the happy surprise of these 
investigators, no such reaction 
had been noted when the para- 
thyroids came from an embryo. 
Furthermore, the blood supply 
could be saved in this tiny struc- 
ture and safely joined with an 
artery of the patient. 


Within six months the sailor 
was safely taken off his medi- 
cation as his borrewed parathy- 
roids developed and began to 
function, and today he is a well 
man. 


Very recently a woman was suf- 
fering both from a loss of para- 
thyroids and thyroid because both 
had been removed in an opera- 
tion for thyroid disease. Doctors 
ttansplanted a block of fetal tis- 
sue containing thyroid, parathy- 
roids and blood supply from an 
embryo. If she has as good re- 
sults as the sailor she will within 
six to eight months show the ben- 
eficent effect of the development 
and function of the parathyroids, 
and perhaps a transplanted thy- 
roid will also begin to function 
normally. 


So here we have glands and 
blood supply working in a strange 
person and a strange part of 
that person. Those little glands 
intended to give health and hap- 
piness to a human being who was 
never born are now doing this for 
a living human being previously 
disabled and probably will do 
this for many others.

Young Man’sGame

Don’t put 


| any stock in a recent tongue-in-cheek 
report that Joe is worried about his job as 
president of the Bank of Georgia. 

It’s a joke, son. 


It started making the rounds week before last, when Gordon 
Jones, age 40, was elected new president of the Fulton National 


Jones thus became the youngest president of 
any of the five largest banks in Atlanta. 

Musing on this turn of events, Birnie said he 
realized that—in point of service— he is the old- 
est of the five major bank presidents. 


He took over the Bank of Georgia’s top post 
in 1940. 


This was a pleasant thought to Birnie—until 
“ft backfired. It. suddenly dawned on me that I 
was also oldest in point of age.’’ He is 55. 


And since that's still a long way from re- 
tirement, he’s not worried about his job. 

Each of the others is 46. They are: 

Mills Lane, who has been president of the Citizens & Southern 
since 1946. 

Ed Smith, First National president since 1954. 

Charles Thwaite, who became president of the Trust Company 
of Georgia a little over a year ago. 

Thus, for the most part since World War Il, banking in Atlanta 
has become a young man’s business. 

Certainly, none of the five big bank presidents here bear any 
resemblance to the bloated, bald-pated stereotype once used by 
cartoonists to depict financiers. 

True, not all of the five mentioned here claim a full head 
of hair. 

Nor do they show any signs of malnutrition. 

Far more significant is the fact that they symbolize the youth- 
ful, dynamic thinking evident in modern banking. 

For while retaining their traditional services, today’s banks— 
and the men who run them—have largely abandoned their old, 
ultra-conservative posture in favor of developing and refining what 
is now called consumer banking. 

That simply means they are molding their operations to bes 
serve the largest number of people possible. - 

And if that involves pioneering something brand new, today’s 
banker will stick his neck out in a way that would make his 
grandfather cringe with horror. 

But the youthful thinking prevails because it succeeds.

QUESTION: The church in 
‘our town doesn’t have a good 
|reputation. Would it be better 
\for us to go to one in a neigh- 
boring village?—M. A. 


ANSWER: You should first 
know why it does not have a 
good reputation. The world is 

, likely to have 
strong prejudice 
against any 
church that con- 
demns  wicked- 
ness and vice. 
People will often 
criticize the 
church to justify 
their own atti- 
tude toward 
God. It is gen- 
erally a decided 
advantage to 
have your fellowship with the 
people of God in your own com- 
munity. That way you may help 
them and they may help you. 
Even more important is the ef- 
fect of your open witness to the 
people of the community. Every 
Christian should stand openly for 
his beliefs and his standards 
without being ashamed. 


It is often easier to go to 
church away from home than to 
go with your neighbors where you 
must “live it” before them.
